The hair-hunters pursue their callin 
among the peasant girls of the Frenc 
villages armed with a layout of chea 
jewelry, dress stuffs, and the like, an 
it is for these that Jeanne, Marie, or 
Jacqueline is tempted to part with aer 
tresses. Once the hair-hunter secures 
the hair he is after, he may be confident 
of selling it at the Limoges fair at 
prices ranging from ninety franes to one 
hundred and ten franes the kilogram, 
and the wholesale dealers, in turn, dis 
pose of it to foreign buyers. 

The French’ trade in this line is, how 
ever, languishing, indsmuch as the peas 
ant girls are becoming each year more 
loath to part with their hair, and the 
time is approaching when the ingenious 
Frenchmen will be obliged to pursue 
their calling elsewhere in order to keep 
pace with the demands of the market. 


WHY THE IRISH HATE THE

FISH THAT CLIMB TREES 


hes AGINATION has always played a 
prominent part in fish literature, 

and had a boundless range till 
science cut the wings of fancy. The 
loss of some pleasant errors is, however, 
more than offset by facts concerning 
some really extraordinary and wonder- 
ful data touching the fish family. | 

When years ago a lieutenant in the 
Dutch East Indian service reported to | 
a superior that he had caught a fish on | 
the stem of a palin tree five feet above | 
the ground, while it was in the act of | 
moving up still higher, we ean imagine 
with what mockery the account was re 
ceived, Naturally enough, inquiry was 
made as to what, admitting the tale to 
be true, the fish expected to find at the 
top of the tree that would subserve any | 
practical purpose the said fish might 
have, 

An earlier reporter of this fact, one | 
Abouzeyd, writing in the ninth century, | 
had noted the tree-climbing fish and had 
a satisfactory explanation to offer. | 
Abouzeyd was not troubled by science. | 
The creature went up to feed upon the 
fruit, and that was all there was to! 
it. When satisfied, it returned to the 
water. The savants, however, were un 
able to acvept this explanation and call 
ed for further particulars.

A GREAT NAVAL HERO 


By H. W. Wilson 


0 nation is the poorer for commem- 
orating its great men, and the ad- 
miral whom England honored re 

cently is assuredly worthy to be remem 
bered amo her noblest characters. 
Collingwood indeed was no consummate 
genius. But his was pre-eminently a 
life of service to his country. 

Born in 
ancient but decayed Northumbrian fam 
ily, from very boyhood to his prematur: 


old age, his years, with the exception 
of one brief period, were spent at sea,|‘' 


often in the hardest and most irksome 
work that can fall to a naval officer. He 
had his fill of battles. 
British Navy could boast more great en 
gagements. He was present in youth at 
the sanguinary conflict near Boston, 
when the dauntless British infantry, in 
the face of fearful loss, drove the Am 


ericans from Bunker’s Hill. That was 


his baptism of fire. He fought in middie | 


age in the victory of the Ist of June, 
1794, and he came to Nelson’s aid in the 
crisis of the still greater glory of St. 
Vincent. The part which he played at 
Trafalgar is known to all. 

It is curious to note how chance 
brought Collingwood and Nelson togeth 
er. Their careers interlock at several 
points. He followed Nelson step by 
step up the steep ladder of promotion in 
the West Indies, succeeding the great 
seaman as first lieutenant, as command 
er, and as captain. He supported Nel 


}son in t dispute with a slack admiral or 


the West Indian Station—a dangerous 
proceeding for a young officer, and, fin 
ally, sueceeded Nelson commander 
in-chief of the victorious fleet on that 
sad evening when the Victory, maimed 
and stricken, rolled in a heaving sea of 
dead, after the crowning merey of Tra 
falgar.

Christie began to recover, His torn | 
scalp knitted of its own accord without | 
plaster cast or stitches; his jaw hitched 
itself into a semblance of its proper | 
shape, although it had to be ‘‘tinkered 
with’’ later; and the arm knitted to- 
gether. 


On New Year’s Day, Christie, now 
about ‘‘as good as ever,’’ to use his own 
expression, was ready to start for Daw- 
son. The journey by sled this time was 
pleasant in comparison with the trip 
trom Rugue River out to Lansing. Cris- 
field, overjoyed at bis partner’s rapid 
recovery, accompanied the party as fdr 
as Mayo and then turned back to rold 
down the camp on the distant Rogue un- 
til Christie was fit for the field again.

By 
a photographic method Sir William Ab 
bey rated the total starlight of both 
hemispheres at 1-100 of full moonlight, 
and Professor Newcomb, in 1901, from 
visual observations of all stars at just 
iseven hundred and twenty-eight timer 
that of Capella, or 1-89 of the light of 
jthe full moon, 

It is not certain, however, that the 
sky would be totally dark if all stars 
were blotted out, Certain processes 
make the upper atmosphere strongly lu- 
minous at times, and we eannot be sure 
that this light would be totally absent.
